Report: Commerce chief 
tied to firm in Putin orbit

NEW YORK — Newly leaked docu- 
ments show that Commerce Sec- 
retary Wilbur Ross, the Trump 
administration’s point man on 
trade and manufacturing pol- 
icy, has a stake in a company 
that does business with a gas 
producer partly owned by the 
son-in-law of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. 

According to records obtained 
by the International Consortium 
of Journalists, Ross is an inves- 
tor in Navigator Holdings, a ship-

ping giant that counts Russian 
gas and petrochemical producer 
Sibur among its major customers. 
Putin’s son-in-law Kirill Shamalov 
once owned more than 20 per- 
cent of the company, but now 
holds a much smaller stake.

At least 20 others were injured in the 
shooting, Texas Department of Public 
Safety regional commander Freeman Mar- 
tin said. The ages of the victims ranged 
from 5 to 72, according to officials.

Rape suspect kept driving

For two months after he was 
accused of raping a passenger, 
an Austin man continued to pick 
up passengers for at least one 
major ride-hailing company in 
Central Texas. 

Osmani Limonta Diaz, 40, was 
driving for local ride-hailing non- 
profit RideAustin when he was 
accused of raping a female pas- 
senger in the back of his blue 
Dodge Dart on June 10. Diaz was 
arrested on a sexual assault charge 
Oct. 13.

When police made RideAustin 
aware of the allegations against 
Diaz within a few weeks of the 
alleged incident, RideAustin 
“deactivated (the driver) from
